New Formula 
For Ceiling On 
Wages Likely 


WASHINGTON, June 15—(INS) 
—Wage Stabilization Board mem­ 
bers said today that they expect 
to reach an agreement next week 
on a higher wage ceiling plan to 
replace the present 10 per cent 
formula. 
They indicated that the new 
plan will authorize wage increases 
without board approval of at least 
12 per cent above wage levels in 
effect on January 15, 1945. 
In its effort to agree on a new 
policy, the board is considering 
foifr major proposals for wage 
ceilings. It is endeavoring to find 
some formula which will incorpo­ 
rate the main objectives of all 
these plans. 
Chairman George W. Taylor said 
the 18-man panel will try to reach 
a unanimous agreement on a new 
policy. It will be forwarded to 
economic stabilizer Johnston for 
approval. 
Board members said consider 
able progress has been made in 
the locked-door discussions on a 
new formula. 


Dulles Arrives 
At Washington 


NEW YORK, June 15.—(INS)— 
Police raiders struck in three New 
York boroughs early today and ar­ 
rested 21 dope peddlers in a con­ 
tinuing drive spurred by disclos­ 
ures at a three-day state-conduct­ 
ed inquiry into the narcotics traf­ 
fic. 
Police pledged that “hundreds” 
will be arrested in New York in 
an unprecedented c r a c k d o w n 
against dope pushers, charged with 
making more than 6,000 teen-agers 
drug addicts. 
In one of the arrests five de­ 
tectives, 
two 
of 
them 
women, 
fought a street battle to keep a 
prisoner. Then, with drawn guns, 
they dispersed a menacing crowd 
of more than 100. 
Bagged in the roundup was an 
eight-year-old boy who police said 
was employed as a messenger by 
dope peddlers. 
The drive was sparked by the 
stories of three girl addicts who 
testified in the investigation and 
told of hotels and bars in the 
Broadway area and Harlem as 
sources of narcotics. 
The arrests were made, how­ 
ever, over a broader area, covering 
Manhattan, the Bronx and Brook­ 
lyn.

Battle For 'Floaters' In France 


U.S. PAYROLL INCREASING 
If President Truman wants to help prevent what he terms 
4‘an unmanageable torrent of inflation” he might take a look 
at the federal government’s civilian payroll. Here plainly is 
present an opportunity for him to do something useful—some­ 
thing that will be useful not only to the taxpayers but will 
slow the flow of money into easy circulation. 
In the Senate debate over appropriation bills it was re­ 
vealed the government now has 2.363.758 civilian employees 
and it is paying them as much as the establishment cost at the 
very peak of World War II. Their number now is somewhat 
smaller than it was then but their salaries are higher. 
Nearly all departments and agencies are increasing their 
rolls with each passing month. During April alone the Labor 
.Department added 480 employees and the Federal Security 
¡Administration added 328. Obviously neither of these depart­ 
m ents is connected with the defense effort. 
With the defense departments and agencies needing more 
and more manpower and, of course, getting it, there would 
•seem to be need for the utmost economy in other directions. 
But it is obvious that this result would not be achieved by 
merely talking about it or leaving it to voluntary action. 
A sharp cut in appropriations offers the only solution, 
land Congress must make the cut. All that can be expected 
¡from the executive department are requests for higher and 
'.higher appropriations and insulting references to congress­ 
m e n who think taxpayers should receive a little consideration. 


A battle for the “floaters” is 
raging in France today as cam­ 
paigning 
for 
national 
elections 
nears its end. and there is every 
indication that the politically “un­ 
attached” 
among 
the 
electorate 
will decide the immediate future 
of the country. 
The balloting will 
be carried 
out In one of the most complexed 
and confused situations in French 
history. 
The confusion, strangely enough, 
arises from a new electoral law 
passed by the national assembly 
which was intended to simplify 
matters. 
It enables various political par­ 
ties to combine their lists. 
The 
initial object has been achieved— 
enabling moderate and conserva­ 
tive groups to pool their resources 
and 
potential 
votes 
in 
a 
solid 
bloc against communism. 
But otherwise parties and politi­ 
cal factions are so hopelessly in­ 
tertwined that it will be difficult 
for the people to know for whom 
they are voting 
Clear-Cut Candidates 
i 
The 
only 
clear-cut 
candidates 
will be those of the Communist 
party 
and 
of Gen 
Charles 
De 
Gaulle. 
Observers in the French 
capital are risking no predictions 
whatever. 
No one would be sur­ 
prised to see many persons voting 
communist or De Gaullist rather 
than plunge into the uncertainty 
of a political “melange ”— as the 
French call it— but it is generally 
believed that the country is safe 
from communist political domina­ 
tion. 
One of the strangest and most 
unexpected factors that has erupt­ 
ed from the boiling political pot is 
a new grouping of parties and poli­ 
ticians that calls itself the Fourth 


It consists of parties normally 
cconsidered radical—that term has 
a different connotation in French 
politics than 
in any other—and 
right wing groups such as the inde­ 
pendents and the peasants. 
Fourth Force 
But as against the militant, con­ 
trolled economy favored by Gen 
De 
Gaulle, 
the 
Fourth 
Force 
stands 
for 
free 
enterprise 
and 
wants to go back to pre-war days 
\vhen government restrictions were 
comparatively light even though 
to American tourists France ap­ 
peared to be a mare's nest of bu­ 
reaucracy. 
This Fourth Force is headed by 
a man whose name onee was on 
the lips of all. 
He is Edouard Daladier, known 


as the “Bull of V aucluse' w ho sign­ 
ed 
the 
Munich 
agreement 
for 
France. 
Although at the time Adolf Hit­ 
ler was said to have admired Dala­ 
dier for speaking up while Neville 
Chamberlin accepted the nazi de­ 
ception 
without 
blinking, 
the 
Frenchman was rewarded by be­ 
coming 
one 
of 
Germany’s 
first 
captives and lived out the war in 
a concentration camp. 
Claims Victory 
While 
political 
commentators 
are more or less silent. Daladier 
claims to he confident of victory. 
In a broadcast calling for re­ 
turn to free enterprise, he predict­ 
ed that the Fourth Force would 
elect 200 deputies and thus be­ 
come the largest single party in 
the chamber. 
If this should happen, the fate 
of the Schuman plan and other 
far-reaching plans for European 
cooperation 
which 
inevitably 
in­ 
crease 
governmental 
powers 
is 
problematical. 
He may be depended upon, how­ 
ever. to make things hot for the 
communists 
Daladier 
outlawed 
the party entirely when he wras in 
power as prem ier in 1939. 
De Gaulle also has promised to 
put the Reds out of legal-existence 
if his candiates w in. 
But Daladier insists that what 
De Gaulle wants to do is to “ex­ 
hume the old constitution of Na­ 
poleon 
III” and destroy democ­ 
racy in France. 
To make the political situation 
more complex. Daladier’s coalition 
or rightist parties joined the ma­ 
jor bloc against communism, yet it 
is presenting separate candidates 
wherever the law allows it to do 
so. 
Dispatches from Paris indicate 
that Sunday will be a Sabbath of 
headaches 
in 
the 
capital 
and 
throughout France 
But from it 
is bound to emerge a result of 
perhaps 
singular 
importance 
to 
the future of Europe.

Last January the members of the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association voted 161 to 7 to make 1951 the year of 
decision.

NO RED MYSTERY ANY MORE 
Back in the days of the Moscow purge trials the world 
was astounded when the defendants, one after another, halt­ 
ingly confessed to the charges against them For years after­ 
ward there was no clear explanation of the methods by which 
Soviet barbarians made obviously innocent men confess. 
We now know that Cardinal Mindszenty warned in ad­ 
vance that he might confess, and, that if he did, the confession 
should not be believed. 
Kravchenko, in his book, gave the first glimmer of expla­ 
nation of Soviet torture methods. Others have contributed bits 
here and there, and now Robert Vogeler, imprisoned in 
Hungary for 17 months, confirms most other accounts of 
Communist torture techniques.

BEGIN READING EARLY 
TO CHILD 
Over the years I have been en­ 
treating parents to read to young 
children, 
beginning 
before 
the 
child is two years old and continu­ 
ing far past the time when he en­ 
ters school. 
Judging from the in­ 
creasing thousands of parents who 
have written me enclosing a self- 
addressed 
stamped envelope 
for 
my bulletin on this subject. 1 infer 
that the practice of reading to lit­ 
tle children is growing rapidly. 
There are so many lovely books at 
moderate prices appearing tor this 
purpose. 
There are also several 
good magazines for young chil­ 
dren. 
But some 
mothers write that 
their child, two. thr**e or older, 
won t stay still long enough to he 
read to, and that they have given 
up trying to win his interest in 
listening 
Though I try to help 
these mothers see that they have 
not tried hard enough and often 
enough, they are not always con­ 
vinced. 
Nursery Rhymes 
The wise mother begins to pre­ 
pare her baby to enjov being read 
to early in his first year. She sings 
lullabies to him. she says short 
nursery' rhymes to him. and talks 
softly to him a great deal about 
what she is doing while dressing, 
bathing, cuddling or rocking him. 
Very early she delights him with 
finger plays. 
As soon as he begins to look at 
pictures in a magazine or book, 
she 
talks 
to 
him 
about 
them. 
Soon she shows him lovely pic­ 
tures 
which 
illustrate 
a 
few 
rhymes or prose sentences. 
She 
puts the book or magazines away 
as soon as his interest lags but 
brings it back again and again 
later. 
She may do this scores of 
times. 
Before she realizes it she 
is talking to him about the pic­ 
ture in the words on the page 
near it she is reading. 
As grad­ 
ually 
as ihe dawn 
breaks 
into 
day. this little child is listening 
w hile he looks 
What he sees gives 
meaning to what 
he hears and 
what he hears enriches what he 
sees. 
Earlier Times 
.If you have a child as old as 
3. 4 or 5 who. at a few earlier 
times, has not seemed to want to 
ilsten while you read, or seems 
too jittery to be still long enough, 
do this: Have an attractive book 
of rhymes or easy story' on hand. 
When 
you 
and 
he 
are 
serene 
enough for him to let you hold, 
rock or cuddle him a bit, calmly 
open the book before him. 
Then 
if he looks at a picture for a few 
moments, read about it. 
If he 
wriggles and wants to get down, 
don’t hinder him. 
Wait for an­ 
other favorable moment. Try him 
again 
Keep on trying from time 
to time, turning to the picture he 
responded to before. 
Gradually 
he will 
listen longer and with 
more stillness and obvious pleas­ 
ure. 
But 
don't 
press 
him 
to 
stay 
with you longer than he likes. 
Even if he wriggles much or wants 
to waik about or play with his 
toys while you read, calmly put 
the book away. Let him learn that 
you won’t read while he wriggles 
much or moves about. Trust that 
he will be so eager to see the pic­ 
tures and hear about them that 
he will choose to be still for a 
short while, at least. 
In this way 
you train him not only in mental 
concentration -but also in 
phys­ 
ical concentration, about the fin­ 
est education he can have.

WASHINGTON — According to 
that learned doctor of philosophy.

Gradually it b e - iciency 
comes infiltrated with representa-j mote(* 
tives of the industry to be reg­ 
ulated and they proceed to use the 
government for theib own special 
purposes. 
The airline industry, for all its 
extraordinary growth, is compara­ 
tively new. 
Yet the infiltration 
process appears to be taking place 
in the Civil Aeronautics Board, 
which is charged with regulating 
the industry. At any rate, the in­ 
dustry seems to get just about 
what it wants out of goverment. 
One of Safest Rules 
Defying that safest of all Senate 
rules about not sticking your neck j 
out. Senator J. William Fulbright 
courageously dug into the Recon­ 
struction Finance Corporation and 
exposed some unsavory

Senator Edwin Johnson of Col­ 
orado. 
chairman

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 15.— Removal from office of Secretary 
Acheson isn’t, of course, going to remove the twin serpents which 
have to be strangled if America is ever to become the Hercules of 
world power, the champion of all free peoples. 
The next Secretary of State will have a short period of bipartisan 
support, but there is no way to spare him the struggle with those two 
serpentine problems—neutralism in Europe and nationalism in Asia. 
Until these hostile monsters are overcome, or at least subdued, there 
is no chance whatever of performing the global leadership which we 
have elected to undertake. 
European neutralism is what Gen. Bradley encountered on his 
recent visit to the continent which we are pledged to defend under 
the North Atlantic treaty. The spirit of apathy and fatalism there is 
not new. but it is being newly discovered at this period when we are 
moving from economic aid to military rearmament. Some weeks ago 
Will Clayton, just back from Europe, held a cocktail-interview at which 
he told a dozen reporters that the Marshall Plan nations are still with­ 
out faith in their own ability or even in our intentions to save Europe 
from the Russians. Charles Wilson found much the same lack of will 
to grind the American-given plowshares into swords, and there are a 
num ber of foreign new spaperm en in and around town who confess the 
same forebodings. One young student of journalism from G ermany put 
the facts as follows: 
Simply Are Against War 
“There are millions of ordinary people in Europe who are against 
both Russia and America simply by being against war. They are not in 
the least interested in who wins or loses the next war; they only want 
to be left alone, and they will not fight or work for or against any­ 
body.” 
This is neutralism at the grass roots. It is poisonous to our efforts, 
however high-minded and generous, to win a following for American 
leadership. A neutral people can be conquered, as the Russians surely 
know; but a neutral people can hardly be forged into a grand military 
alliance, as our policy calls for. Acheson, who has always been at his 
best when dealing with Europe, has done as well as any successor can 
hope to do under the give-away policy. Curiously, the most fight- 
minded nations in Europe are the dictatorships of Yugoslavia and 
Spain, the nations to which we have given least and from which we 
have demanded next to nothing 
Asian nationalism, which takes the form of isolationism and anti- 
W estern suspicion, is the subject of an unpublished State Department 
study which has come into my hands in typescript form. Acheson s 
successor, whoever he is, will get very little encouragement from this 
study. What we’re up against in the Far East and Middle East seems 
to be a series of unwritten Monroe Doctrines—Asia for the Asiatics— 
which are of the same grassroots quality as European neutralism. 
Did Not Use Document 
Acheson did not use this document in his testimony before tho 
Russell committee, but it suggests an undisclosed reason why the State 
D epartment has opposed carrying the Korean War to China, even by 
air and naval bombardment. In terms of world leadership we cannot 
afford to be the one western nation which has humiliated both Japan 
and China, the two great Asian nationalities, within a single decade It 
is all very' well to plead that we "liberated” the Japs from militarism 
and the Chinese from Communism, but these fine points of language 
are lost on the Orientals who have visible proof that foreign devils 
are still their conquerers. There is evidence that the Orientals never 
loved us better than during the terrible weeks last summer when the 
North Koreans were seemingly driving us into the sea. Nowhere in 
Asia have American-trained natives fought as bravely and as well as 
those who are now hopped-up with the Communist indoctrination. 
These Are Unwelcome Facts 
These are unwelcome facts, bruising to our pride, but they are 
inescapable. Nationalism in Asia has always been an anti-Western 
factor and today is a major hindrance to American leadership 
In 
Korea, which is not a nation, we are fighting off an Asian imperialism; 
but in Indochina and Malaya we are supporting the last rem nants of 
Western colonialism. We can, no doubt, explain all this in complex 
terms of international politics, but 85 per cent of the Far Fast peoples 
are illiterate; they only know what they see and hear—the march of 
Western armies. 
Strangle the twin serpents of neutralism and nationalism0 Well, 
that is the task we have undertaken when we set up as leaders of 
militant internationalism. It is not beyond imagination that the 300 
million people of free Europe could be made to see that their apathy 
will not be tolerated, certainly not rewarded by more aid or protected 
by more American troops. India, to name only the bis postwar nation 
of Asia, certainly owes us more than she has ever contributed to the 
Korean effort. Sometime soon we’ll have to get tough, or else retire 
into neutralism and nationalism ourselves.

One of the defects in today’s 
world is college professors. 
Not that I haven’t the highest 
respect for the profession. Most 
of its practitioners are admirable 
citizens and do a fine and useful 
job. 
But too many of them sit in 
ivory towers and have entirely too 
little contact with what is going 
on outside. 
They move in restricted circles 
and have to maintain social stand­ 
ings completely out of proportion

Environment, 
background and traditions make 
intellectual snobs of them. 


Then some of these frustrated 
fellows sit down and write pes­ 
simistic books, based not on facts 
but on their own inhibitions and 
fallacies, and hang crepe on the 
doors of their students and the 
world in general.

written by a professor is the gos­ 
pel and the law. Few of us ordi­ 
nary folks who haven’t spent as 
many years within the cloistered 
walls of colleges and universities 
nor given so much time to books, 
dare contradict them. 


A book just published, entitled 
“After the Lost Generation,” il­ 
lustrates my point. 
This book, w ritten by John W. 
Aldridge, a young professor at the 
University of Vermont, drools pes­ 
simism. 
It drools it so much, that the 
review 
in 
one 
of 
New 
York's 
two most important book sections, 
is headed as follows: 
“ALL THE DISILLUSIONED 
YOUNG MEN 
"From 
Hemingway to 
Mailer, 
the Mood 
"Persist That Life Is Meaning­ 
less.” 


Let me quote a paragraph from 
the review, which was also writ­ 
ten by a college professor— Rob­ 
ert Gorham Davis, associate pro­ 
fessor of English at Smith College. 
“For Aldridge,” says Davis, “the 
discovery 
that 
modern 
life 
is 
meaningless was made by the first

LIGHT

NEW YORK CITY. June 15.— 
During the past few days I have 
talked with some important peo­ 
ple here regarding the possibility 
of World War III—-and when it 
may be expected. 
No War This Summer In Europe 
My financial friends insist we 
have nothing to fear during this 
summer of early 
fall. 
The chief 
assets of Russia 
and her satellite 
nations of Ru­ 
mania. 
Czecho­ 
slovakia, Poland, 
etc, 
are 
their 
crops, especially 
their 
w h e a t . 
Hence, 
Russia 
will 
not 
start 
Roger W. Babson 
World 
War III 
until 
these crops are gathered, 
transported, distributed and salon 
stor6il 
My military friends go further 
and explain that Russia will not 
start World War 111 until the rivers 
of eastern Europe freeze over so 
her supply lines cannot be cut 
by our airplanes bombing hridges. 
You will remember that the Chi­ 
nese invasion of Korea did not 
occur until the Yalu river froze 
over; but that now the invasion 
has prettv much stopped. 
Broken 
supply lines are apparently licking 
the Chinese. 
Coming Winter Critical 
The above means that we have 
nothing to fear from Russia be­ 
fore winter comes. 
This winter, 
however, will be a very critical 
time, especially as the Russians 
are more accustomed to living, 
moving and fighting in winter than 
are the U. S. forces or the Euro­ 
peans 
It is also said that atomic 
bomb operations can be more ef­ 
fective in winter weather 
Russia 
may start World War III this win­ 
ter 
The Russians further realize that 
the United States and the Allies 
are now arming at a more rapid 
rate than the Russians can possi­ 
bly meet. 
Russia can raise more 
men than we and our Allies, but 
Russia cannot produce airplanes, 
tanks, guns and other war supplies 
as fast as we can. 
All of this 
leads me to believe that, if the 
Russians do not strike early in 
1952. they have decided to forget 


World War III for some years to 
come and await further political 
developments. 
Stocks, Bonds and Commodities 
Business and investing may 8e- 
main on a dead center for the 
next six months or more. 
There 
should 
be 
no 
important 
price 
changes until the spring of 1952. 
If Russia has not started war III 
by that time, there may then be 
a letdown in business and prices. 
Certainly, taxes would not be in­ 
creased further. 
But, if •Russia 
should strike next winter, taxes 
are sure to be raised again 
As to general business during 
the remainder of this year. I look 
for a lag this summer during the 
“tooling up” period when indus­ 
try is switching from peace to war 
work. 
This may be accompanied 
by some unemployment. 
By fall, 
however, business should again be 
good. 
This uplift 
should 
con­ 
tinue throughout the winter what­ 
ever Russia decides to do. 
All 
skilled workers will be in greater 
demand, even at higher W'ages. 
Presidential Election Next Year 
Added to the above comments, 
do not forget that another nation­ 
al election comes next year. 
If 
Mr. Truman can go to the voters 
under the slogan “I kept you out 
of war.” he 
may have 
a 
fair 
chance of re-election. 
Therefore, 
the entire administration will try' 
to delay World War III until after 
1952, which may result in pushing 
it indefinitely aw'ay. 
Do not sell 
Mr. Truman “short” yet—especial­ 


ly. if the fighting in Korea stops. 
This does not change the impor­ 
tance of the prediction that this 
coming w inter will be a very crit­ 
ical period. 
But, personally, 
I go further 
and say “anything can happen dur­ 
ing the years ahead, from a devas­ 
tating war III to world peace and 
a ‘Golden Age’.” 
This means that 
the most important program is to 
so plan our family’s education, 
business and investments that we 
will be able to get on “some way 
whatever happens”. This is a goal 
very important to pray and work 
for this month of June as our 
young people are now' graduating 
from schools and colleges.

Reports Indicate 
U.S. Planes Landed 
In Czechoslovakia 
WASHINGTON, June 15—(INS) 
—State department revealed today 
that it had “reliable reports” that 
the two missing U. S. air force 
planes which were lost on June 8 
landed in Czechoslovakia. 
It had been speculated earlier 
that these plans, both jet fighters 
in a training mission in the U. S. 
zone of Germany had gone into 
that iron curtain country. 
Today’s announcement was the 
first establishing definite informa­ 
tion on thia fact. 
The department said that the 
American embassy at Prague sent 
a üote to the Czech foreign min­ 
istry immediately on receiving this 
information, the embassy requested 
assistance in locating them. Since 
then the embassy has pressed both 
the foreign and defense ministries 
in Prague for help in finding the 
planes. No answ'er has been re­ 
ceived to these requests. 
Lt. Gen. Lauris Norstad, c »m- 
mander of U. S. air forces in 
Europe said in a report that the 
pilots “ may have experienced diffi­ 
culty in determining directioua be­ 
cause of interference from radio 
transmission.” 
He added that one of the pilots, 
First Lt. Luther G. Roland of 
Hummelstown, Pa., was very near 
the eastern zone boundary w’hen 
he last asked to be given his posi­ 
tion and directions. 
The pilot was given two radio 
fixes and was advised to turn im­ 
mediately in the opposition direc­ 
tion from the Russian zone, but 
whether the information reached 
him without interference is uncer­ 
tain.

Urges Doctors Enter 
U.S. Service Upon 
Their Graduation 
ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., June 15 
—(INS)—The chairman of armed 
forces policy council urges that 
fledgling doctors go right into the 
services for a prescribed period 
immediately on graduation from 
medical school. 
Thus said Dr. Richard L. Meiling 
in an address to the lOOth meet­ 
ing of the American Medical As­ 
sociation, the need of the armed 
services for physicians could be 
met. 
He pointed out that his proposed 
plan is now in effect in several 
other democratic countries along 
with the draft of young men for 
other military’ duties. 
Dr. 
Meiling 
emphasized 
last 
night that the present mobilization 
period may last for ten years or 
more and said: 
“We must plan together for 
some new means to meet this new 
military requirement.”

He observed that the medical 
school graduates could serve with 
the armed forces over several 
brief periods or in one longer 
period, depending on ihe individ­ 
ual and the military needs.

added: 
“Personally, I feel such a plan 
has great merit rather than to 
overly expand the regular service 
to meet the anticipated demands. 
"We must realize that with a 
force of 3.5 million men under 
arms many of the traditions so 
coveted for a force of 185.000 (as 
in 193«) must be replaced by prac­ 
tical considerations.

►f the Census, declared: 
‘The success of the programs of 
te Natibnal Production Authority 
pepend in no small measure on the 
sed and efficiency with which 
Cenu* processes reports on our 
ionomy for that agency.” 
Dr. Ppel, pointed cu‘ that Uui- 
jc ’s aid in quickly compiling pop- 
tlation statistics is urgently need­ 
ed for establishment of war man­ 
power policies, operation of plant 
location programs and civilian de­ 
fense work. 
Watches Machine Work 
The Census director watched 
Jnivac put to work producing sta­ 
tistics from the 1950 census, in­ 
cluding 
summaries 
for 
Monroe 
'ounty, la.; St. Helena Parish, La.; 
id Winchester City, Va. 
Univac, which costs a minumum 
f $600,000 completely installed, 
occupies floor space only U'Vit feet 
long and 7Vi feet wide and stands 
eight feet high.

tape is then taken to an auxiliary 
uniprinter which types the statis­ 
tical data. 
Census officials said, however, 
that even at the rate of one-sixth 
of a second per person, a single 
Univac would take too long to tab­ 
ulate census information for the 
nation's 150 million people. 
These officials explained that 
most of the census tabulating for 
1950 still will be done through use 
of punched-card equipment similar 
to that developed at the Census 
Bureau half a century ago.

A federal 
grand jury 
in New 
York is preparing to indict an­ 
other group of upper-echelon com­ 
munists. probably next week. 
The 
forthcoming 
indictments 
are seen as part of a nation-wide 
drive against communist leaders in 
America as a direct outgrowth of 
the supreme court’s decision up­ 
holding the constitutionality of the 
Smith act. 
International News Service was 
informed by sources close to the 
investigation today that the new 
indictments in New York will fol­ 
low closelj the pattern established 
by the conviction of the 11 top 
communists. 
The top 11 were convicted of 
conspiracy to advocate overthrow 
of the government by violence, in 
violation of the Smith act. 
It » expected, investigators said, 
that the group to be indicted in 
New York will be the first of sev­ 
eral groups in this and other areas 
of the United States to be ac­ 
cused. 
Officials in charge of the New 
York investigation would not. of 
course, comment on what action 
the grand jury plans. 
Roy Cohn, confidential assistant 
to U. S. Attorney Irving Saypol, 
told INS: 
“All I can say is that the grand 
jury is sitting and that evidence is 
being presented.”
